"THE WAR TO END WAR" 


JERRY ON THE JOB—Play Safe arid Let the Train Continue 


f* RIM revelation of a new war in the making was made in 
VJ London in the exposure of the gigantic plans by the Brit- 
ish War Office to develop deadly gases. 


In explaining this move, admitted <to be counter to the reso- 


lution of the League of Nations against the use of poison gas, 
a War Office official declared that.it was necessary because the 
United Slates is experimenting with shells filled with a very 
deadly gas. 


Hesitation by Dr. Frederick Soddy, a well-known professor 


of chemistry at Oxford University, to accept the government's 
offer to become an associate member of a committee now being 
constituted as part of a new peace organization of chemical war- 
fare research and experiment brought this plan to light. 


"The function of the committee," said Dr. Soddy, "was 


stated to be the development to the utmost extent of both the 
offensive and defensive aspects of. chemical warfare." 


He intimated that he was against accepting the invitation 


as he felt that universities and scientific men stood for some- 
thing higher than anything that had yet found expression and 
representation in. governments, particularly in their interna 
tional relations". 
) 


General Sir Frederick Maurice, answering criticism agains 


the War Office plan in an article in The Daily News, says: 


'The invitation issued by the 'War Office to scientists to 


form committees to study the application of chemistry to war 
fare both offensive and defensive, has shocked a great number 
of people, including some scientists. Personally I am glad we 
ore acting in the open in this matter and not,'as are some other 
nations, in the dark. 
'

: 


"The potentialities of poison gas are so terrible that the 


Council cannot take upon itself the responsibility of advising 
the members of the League to abrogate its use unless and unti 
it can protect them adequately. At present Jt cannot possibl) 
do that. The League cannot prevent a scientist from workini 
out a formula for a war far more deadly than any used in th 
great war, nor can it alter the fact that many chemical indus- 
tries, such, for example, as the 4ye industry, can be used for the 
rapid production of gas. The members of the League cannot 
pledge themselves not to manufacture and use poison gas unless 
they are assured that it will not be used against them. 


"At the present time the United States', which is not a 


member of the League, is understood to be experimenting with 
armor-piercing shells filled with a very deadly gas. This adds 
a new terror to naval warfare which other nations dare not neg-

They have magnified its imperfections as an ex- 
cuse to return to conditions infinitely worse and more suited to 
ihe manipulations of the forces of reaction. 


That the reactionary forces in Wisconsin had in mind the 


riddling of the primary law is evident. The election of McCoy 
and a reactionary legislature, would have insured that fact. The. 
state of Wisconsin would have been returned to something sim- 
ilar to the old caucus system with all its rottenness and corrup- 
tion in elections. 


Gov. Elaine's veto will stop such a plan should any anti- 


primary bill get through the legislature.
